And, Ralph Perrin was elected 
president of Falmouth Rotary. 

Mr. Perrin had served for 
five years as a staff sergeant in 
the US Army during World War 
II. He was a self employed 
Standard Oil agent for 33 years 
and many persons knew him as 
a distributor of home heating 
oil. 


He was a Mason at the Orion 
Lodge # 22 for 50 years, a mem¬ 


ber of Morgan Christian 
Church, and was also a Ken¬ 
tucky Colonel: all indicative of 
a person who related to the 
broader community in Pend¬ 
leton County. 

The son of the late Harry and 
Nellie Makemson Perrin, Ralph 
was born at Morgan, Pendleton 
County on June 5, 1914. He was 
92 when he died on July 27, 
2006 at the St. Luke Hospital, 
Ft. Thomas. 

He had married Jane Hicks 
on August 7, 1948 and she sur¬ 
vived his passing. Other sur¬ 
vivors included a son, Steve 
Perrin of Alexandria; a grand¬ 
son, Andrew Thomas Perrin of 
Alexandria; a sister, Ann Gar¬ 
rard of Ft. Thomas; and a broth¬ 
er, Roscoe Perrin of Butler. 
(Please note that this informa¬ 
tion was taken from his obituary 
and persons mentioned above, 
may or may not live in the iden¬ 
tified locations today.) 

Funeral services for Ralph 
Perrin were conducted on 
Monday, July 31, 2006 at 


Peoples Funeral Home in Fal¬ 
mouth. He was interred in 
Riverside Cemetery, Falmouth. 

Most of the above informa¬ 
tion was taken from an obituary 
of Mr. Perrin. Following are 
some interesting facts concern¬ 
ing his family. His widow still 
lives in Falmouth and is alert 
and manages to keep house 
although severely injured in a 
traffic accident. Their son, 
Steve, “looks after’” his mother 
on a regular basis. Steve’s pic¬ 
ture was in a recent issue of The 
Falmouth Outlook because his 
golf foursome: Dennis Seever’s 
Team, had won second place 
honors in the Pendleton County 
Education Foundation tourna¬ 
ment. 

I was in that same tourna¬ 
ment, but did not realize that the 
son of a former Rotary President 
was there. Carrying on the tradi¬ 
tion of service to our fellow 
man!

Dr. Sharp, his wife, Ann, teach¬ 
ers, administrators, and the 
board. 

“ Dr. Sharp is such a human¬ 
itarian and he does so much for 
education,” said fellow class¬ 
mate and longtime friend Carol 
Klaber, president of the 
Pendleton County Education 
Foundation. 

Dr. Sharp has won so many 
awards, many more than we can 
list here. He is known all over 
the world for his research and 
teachings. 

For those students at PHS 
and others in the community 
that do not know of his back¬ 
ground I have included some of 
his awards from his autobiogra¬ 
phy and other informational 
pieces on his work. 

The following was taken 
from his autobiography. A sense 
of place was and remains an 
important part of my life. I was 
born in a rural community in the 
northern hill country of 
Kentucky. My earliest memories 
are those of a child playing 
around the house on our family 
farm, located in a bend of the 
Licking River near 
McKinneysburg. My mother, 
Kathrin Colvin Sharp, had 
grown up in that same house 
and her family had been part of 
this community for many gener¬ 
ations. My father, Joseph Walter 
Sharp, grew up nearby within 
walking distance of the nearest 
town and county-seat, 
Falmouth. Both parents came 
from large families and I was 
surrounded by grandparents, 
aunts, uncles, siblings and 
cousins. 

My formal education was 
entirely in the public schools of 
Pendleton County: 

McKinneysburg Elementary, 
Butler Elementary and High 
School and Pendleton County 
High School. Even though my 
studies never interfered with 
sports or fun, I managed to gain 
an appreciation of math and sci¬ 
ence. 

All through my childhood, 
my parents strongly encouraged 
me to attend college. With that 
in mind, they taught me to save 
my money for college tuition, 
and, even more important, they 
allowed me to earn it by raising 
cattle for the market and grow¬ 
ing tobacco. 

A world leader of research in 
molecular biology and biochem¬ 
istry, Dr. Phillip A. Sharp is 
Institute Professor at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

Much of Dr. Sharp’s scientif¬ 
ic work has been conducted at 
MIT’s Center for Cancer 
Research (now the Koch 
Institute), which he joined in 
1974 and directed from 1985 to 
1991. He subsequently led the 
Department of Biology from 


1991 to 1999 before assuming 
the directorship of the 
McGovern Institute from 2000- 
2004. His research interests 
have centered on the molecular 
biology of gene expression rele¬ 
vant to cancer and the mecha¬ 
nisms of RNA splicing. His 
landmark achievement was the 
discovery of RNA splicing in 
1977. This work provided one 
of the first indications of the 
startling phenomenon of “dis¬ 
continuous genes” in mam¬ 
malian cells. The discovery 
that genes contain nonsense seg¬ 
ments that are edited out by 
cells in the course of utilizing 
genetic information is important 
in understanding the genetic 
causes of cancer and other dis¬ 
eases. This discovery, which 
fundamentally changed scien¬ 
tists' understanding of the struc¬ 
ture of genes, earned Dr. Sharp 
the 1993 Nobel Prize in 
Physiology or Medicine. His 
lab has now turned its attention 
to understanding how RNA 
molecules act as switches to 
turn genes on and off (RNA 
interference). These newly dis¬ 
covered processes have revolu¬ 
tionized cell biology and could 
potentially generate a new class 
of therapeutics. 

Dr. Sharp has authored over 
350 scientific papers, received 
numerous awards and honorary 
degrees. He has served on many 
advisory boards for the govern¬ 
ment, academic institutions, sci¬ 
entific societies, and companies. 
His awards include the Gardner 
Foundation International Award, 
General Motors Research 


Foundation Alfred P. Sloan, Jr. 
Prize for Cancer Research, the 
Albert Lasker Basic Medical 
Research Award, the National 
Medal of Science and the inau¬ 
gural Double Helix Medal from 
CSHL. He is elected member 
of the National Academy of 
Sciences, the Institute of 
Medicine, the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences, 
and the American Philosophical 
Society. 

A native of Kentucky, Dr. 
Sharp earned a B.A. degree 
from Union College, KY in 
1966, and a PhD in chemistry 
from the University of Illinois, 
Champaign-Urbana in 1969. 
He did his postdoctoral training 
at the California Institute of 
Technology, where he studied 
the molecular biology of plas¬ 
mids from bacteria in Professor 
Norman Davidson's laboratory. 
Prior to joining MIT, he was 
Senior Scientist at Cold Spring 
Harbor Laboratory. 

In 1978 Dr. Sharp co-found- 
ed Biogen (now Biogen Idee) 
and in 2002 he co-founded 
Alnylam Pharmaceuticals, an 
early-stage therapeutics compa¬ 
ny. 

Family has always been 
important to Dr. Sharp and still 
is today. He and his wife, Ann, 
flew back home to attend his 
annual family reunion. He and 
his family attend this every year. 
His mother, Kathrin resides in 
Northern Kentucky area as does 
his sister Joanna Layton and 
other family.

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A farm’s hidden asset: woodlands 4-H partners for a fit Kentucky 


Smart snacks for families 


Maximizing every bit of 
profit from a farm is one of the 
keys to success. One thing that 
may not be at the top Kentucky 
landowners' minds is their 
farm's woodlands, but wood¬ 
lands should be thought about 
and managed just like crops, 
fields, gardens or other agricul¬ 
tural endeavors. Farmers can 
benefit by understanding the 
industry and learning basic 
forestry concepts, such as how 
to control light and density, 
manage pests and steward a for¬ 
est to make it healthier and sus¬ 
tainable. There also can be 
important tax benefits for timber 
owners, and secondary markets 
may be available for nontimber 
products such as hunting leases, 
ginseng, shiitake mushrooms 
and fence posts. 

It may be a surprise to learn that 
timber, the majority of it pri¬ 
vately grown and processed, is 
one of the largest agriculture 
and natural resource industries 
in Kentucky. The statistics are 
impressive: Kentucky ranks as 
one of the top three hardwood 
producing states in the United 
States. (Pennsylvania and Ten¬ 
nessee usually account for the 
other top spots in the hardwood 
timber business.) Twelve mil¬ 
lion acres, almost half of Ken¬ 
tucky's land base, are forested. 
According to the U.S. Forest 
Service, the total economic 
impact of Kentucky's forests 
and related industries con¬ 
tributes more than $8 billion 
each year to the state's economy, 
and it employs more than 
30,000 people. Most of Ken¬ 
tucky's forests consist of hard¬ 
woods, with oaks, yellow 
poplar, hickories, ash, cherry 


and walnut contributing to the 
economic value of the forest 
industry. Woodlands also are 
valuable for providing habitat to 
a wealth of wildlife, from black 
bears to bobcats. These wood¬ 
lands also serve as a backdrop 
for much of the recreational and 
tourist activities in the state. 
Another important contribution 
of woodlands, but harder to put 
a dollar figure on, are the 
ecosystem services such as 
water and air filtration, carbon 
sequestration and flood control 
they provide. 

More than 11 million of Ken¬ 
tucky's 12 million forested acres 
are classified as timberland, 
meaning they are capable of 
growing commercial timber at a 
rate of 115 board feet of wood 
volume per acre per year. (A 
board foot is 12 inches by 12 
inches by 1 inch). Logging in 
Kentucky is renewable, as tree 
growth in the state exceeds 
annual timber removal. The 
industry also ensures that com¬ 
mercial operations have a Mas¬ 
ter Logger graduate on-site and 
follow best management prac¬ 
tices for protecting water quality 
at harvest sites. 

Sawmills and other industries 
produce much less waste than in 
the past, utilizing all but 5 per¬ 
cent of wood residue, down 
from 35 percent in the 1970s. 
Advances in machinery and uti¬ 
lization of sawdust and bark 
residue have fueled this signifi¬ 
cant reduction in waste. Now, 
mulch, fuel, composite wood 
products, charcoal and animal 
bedding are made from leftover 
wood, reducing the industry's 
impact on the environment. 


Obesity is an epidemic in 
Kentucky, according to a recent 
report by the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health. Startling 
statistics peppered the findings. 
More than two-thirds of Ken¬ 
tucky adults are overweight or 
obese. Childhood obesity rates 
in the state have tripled since 
1980. It is projected that a third 
of the babies bom in Kentucky 
will develop diabetes in their 
lifetimes. 

Things can change, and a part¬ 
nership plans to stem the obesi¬ 
ty tide through the promotion of 
physical activity and proper 
nutrition. The Partnership for a 
Fit Kentucky provides support 
to the Obesity Prevention Grant 
the Kentucky Department of 
Public Health received from the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. The partnership 
includes a number of concerned 
state agencies and departments, 
including the University of Ken¬ 
tucky Cooperative Extension 


Service and Kentucky 4-H. 
Some of the partnership's goals 
are to encourage people to eat 
more vegetables and fruits, 
impress on new mothers the 
importance of breastfeeding 
their babies, increase physical 
activity among all age groups, 
reduce TV viewing time, 
increase parental involvement 
and address other dietary con¬ 
cerns. 

Weight-related illnesses like 
diabetes and heart disease are on 
the rise. If you are concerned 
about your child not getting 
enough exercise, 4-H has many 
opportunities that can get and 
keep them moving. 

4-H offers programs for dog 
lovers, horse lovers, farming, 
after school fitness clubs and 
cooking clubs, to name a few. 
Not only will your children get 
exercise but they will learn con¬ 
fidence, team work, new skills 
and how to lead a healthier 
lifestyle. 


The recent announcement by 
global fast-food giant McDon¬ 
ald's that it will offer a healthier 
Happy Meal® signifies a major 
shift in eating behavior and con¬ 
sumer trends. By reducing por¬ 
tion size of fries, including 
apples and offering a low-fat 
dairy option in Happy Meals®, 
McDonald's is showing a will¬ 
ingness to address childhood 
obesity. (Two bags of apples can 
be substituted for apples and 
fries.) Because many children 
eat fast-food meals regularly, it 
is definitely a step in the right 
direction to add fiber, calcium 
and other critical nutrients, even 
in small amounts, and to reduce 
fat by 20 percent in these huge¬ 
ly popular meals. 

Families can take a cue from the 
fast-food restaurants, which 
increasingly are offering health¬ 
ier side dishes and snacks. One 
of the best options is to limit fast 
food meals so they are an occa¬ 
sional, infrequent treat. Another 
long-term strategy is to eat at 
home and to pack a healthy 
lunch that includes nutritious 
snacks for all members of your 
family, especially children. Pro¬ 
viding smart snacks is important 
as children head back to school 
and need the right sort of fuel to 
help them stay alert and healthy 
while they are learning. Accord¬ 
ing to the American Dietetic 
Association, children who eat 
balanced snacks pay attention 
longer in class, make fewer mis¬ 
takes on tests and generally have 
fewer behavioral problems. 
Having a steady supply of 
snacks that do not include high 
levels of processing, sugars and 
salt will help your child's palate 
remain acclimated to fresh, nat¬ 
ural foods. Remember to offer 
appropriate serving sizes of 
these foods, which should sup¬ 
plement, not replace, regular 
mealtimes. 

Smart snacks include options 
such as the following: 
o Non-sugared cereal 
o Graham crackers 
o Fruit (leave the skin on when 
possible for extra fiber) 
o Pretzels or plain popcorn 
o Nuts 


o Cheese, sliced or cubed 
o Yogurt, kefir or low-fat pud¬ 
ding 

o Whole grain bread or crack¬ 
ers 

o Raw veggies, such as car¬ 
rots, cucumbers, red pepper, etc. 
o Raisins and other dried, non- 
sweetened fruit 
o Cottage cheese 
o Hard-boiled eggs 
o Low-fat milk 
Parents should also set rules for 
snacking. For example: 
o Teach your kids to ask before 
they help themselves to snacks, 
o Eat snacks at the table or in 
the kitchen, not in front of the 
TV. 

o Serve snacks in a bowl, 
offering appropriate serving 
sizes. Don't let kids eat snack 
foods directly out of the bag or 
box. 

Healthy eating involves a cer¬ 
tain amount of creativity and 
effort. For example, if your 
child asks for a snack after 
breakfast, offer a plain hard- 
boiled egg, which is high in pro¬ 
tein and other nutrients and low 
in both calories and price. If the 
request arises in the afternoon, 
offer sliced tomatoes and 
cheese. During the summer and 
early fall, teach your child 
where food comes from by 
going to the garden (or visit one) 
and let the child pick which 
fresh vegetables he or she wants 
to eat. Letting children make 
decisions about their intake can 
make them feel empowered and 
receptive to healthy eating. 
Many groceries have expanded 
their fruit selection and regular¬ 
ly stock items that used to be 
hard to find or exotic. When in 
season, look for kiwi, gooseber¬ 
ries, currants, figs, papaya, 
mango, pineapple, pomegran¬ 
ates, plumcots, apricots and 
other unusual and seasonal fruit 
to break up the year-round stan¬ 
dards of apples, oranges, pears 
and bananas. Introducing your 
family to variety and seasonality 
will make them savor each tasty 
and nutritious bite.
